REPORT PLANNING BOARD 


Formal Report of the Stratham Planning Board 
In Regards to a 
Building Ordinance for Said Town 


BUILDING ORDINANCE 
Town of Stratham, N. H. 


To promote che health, safety, convenience, and general 
welfare of the community by regulating and restricting 
the use of land and the construction of buildings there- 
on in the Town of Stratham, the following ordinance is 
hereby enacted by the voters of the Town of Stratham, 
New Hampshire, in annual town meeting convened: 


Article I 
Restrictions 


All land shall be subject to the following regulations, 
res.rictions and conditions: 


section 1. No buildings or structure shall be erected, 
and no structure shall be altered to an extent affecting 
more than 30 per cent of the total area, without the ap- 
proval of the Town Building Inspector, to whom adequate 
plans and specifications of the proposed building or alter- 
ation shall be submitted. A fee of not more than $1.00 
shall accompany each application submitted. 


Section 2. The Town Building Inspector shall base 
his approval or rejection of proposed plans upon the 
effect such operations are likely to have on the value and 
use of other property in the vicinity and upon the follow- 
ing schedule of requirements: 


(a) Foundations shall be constructed of solid cement, 
brick, cement-block, or stone. Industrial structures 
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and accessory buildings may be set on brick, stone 
or cement piers. 


(b) Chimneys shall be constructed of stone or brick 
to the ground; all entrances shall be of fire-proof 
construction. 


(c) Buildings must be framed according to good 
building practices and outside walls shall be con- 
structed of wood, or fire-resistant shingles, siding, 
clapboards, brick or stucco and all dwellings of 
material customarily painted shall be painted. 


(d) Roofs shall be constructed of wood, fire-resistant 
shingles, metal, or fire-resisting composition. 


(e) Every dwelling shall have a minimum ground 
floor area of 300 square feet for each family unit. 


(f) Sewage: all dwellings and buildings in public 
use shall be equipped with cesspool, septic tank, 
sanitary chemical closet, or closed vault. 


(g) Every building shall be set back from the front 
property line not less than 25 feet, or such distance 
as Shall conform with existing building line of 
dwellings within 500 feet on either side, and all 
dwellings shall be set back at least 10 feet from 
side lot lines. 


Section 3. Nothing in this ordinance shall prevent 
land being used, or structures erected, altered, or used 
for sale of farm produce by occupants of such land or the 
expansion of established businesses. 


Section 4. Building lots shall have frontage of not 
less than 75 feet. 


Section 5. Only such signs shall be permitted which 
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pertain to the lease, sale, or use of the land, or buildings 
on which placed, road and municipal signs excepted. 


Article II 


Section 1. The restrictions contained in Article I, 
Section 2, (a) to (f) inclusive, shall not apply in the case 
of the small dairy rooms, root cellars, poultry houses, 
farm and storage sheds, camps for temporary or tran- 
sient use, and other similar small structures to be so 
located on the owner’s property as not to menace the 
property of another. However, such building shall not 
become the permanent dwelling of any family unit. 


Article III — 
Town Building Inspector 


Section 1. For the purpose of this ordinance the 
Board of Selectmen shall annually appoint a Town Build- 
ing Inspector who shall perform the duties pertaining to 
his office as designated in the various provisions of this 
ordinance. 


Section 2. The building inspector shall make known 
his decision within ten days from the date he received the 
application and he shall make inspections of all buildings 
in a process of construction and report any or all viola- 
tions to the Board of Selectmen. 


Section 3. The Town Building Inspector shall retain 
each application fee of one dollar which shall constitute 
full compensation for his services. 


Article LV 
Administration 


Section 1. Applications and permits. 
(1) It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen, and 


21 


the Board is hereby given power and authority, to enforce 
the provisions of this Ordinance. 


(2) The Board of Selectmen shall require that the ap- 
plication for a building permit include a plot plan and 
contain all necessary information to enable the Building 
Inspector to ascertain whether the proposed building or 
structure and its intended use comply with the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 


(3) No building permit shall be issued until the Build- 
ing Inspector has certified that the proposed building and 
its intended use comply with the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance. 


(4) It shall be unlawful for any person to commence 
work for erection or alteration of any building or struc- 
ture until a permit has been duly granted for such erec- 
tion or alteration by the Selectmen. 


Article V 
Board of Adjustment 


Section 1. The Selectmen shall appoint a Board of 
Adjusters as provided in the Public Laws of N. H., Chap. 
42, Sec. 54-66 inc. 


Section 2. The Board of Adjustment shall have the 
following powers: 


(1) To hear and decide appeals either by the applicant 
or other property owners in the vicinity, where it is al- 
leged there is error in an order, requirement, decision, or 
determination made by an administrative official in the 
enforcement of this Ordinance. 


(2) To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms 
of this Ordinance. 


(3) To authorize, upon appeal, in specific cases, such 
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variance from the terms of this Ordinance as will not be 
contrary to the public interest, where, owing to special 
conditions, a literal enforcement of the provisions of this 
Ordinance will result in unnecessary hardship, and so 
that the spirit of this Ordinance shall be observed and 
substantial justice done. 


(4) The Board of Adjustment shall make rules as to 
the manner of filing appeals or applications for special 
exceptions or for variance from the terms of this Ordi- 
nance. A payment of the estimated cost of giving notice 
is herein required by the appellant. 


(5) Upon filing an appeal or an application for special 
exception from the terms of this Ordinance with the 
Board of Adjustment, the Board shall fix a reasonable 
time for the hearing of the appeal or the application for 
special exception, give public notice thereof, as well as 
due notice to the parties in interest, and decide the same 
within a reasonable time. 


(6) The said notices shall state the location of the build- 
ing or lot, and the general nature of the question involved. 


(7) In exercising the above-mentioned powers the 
Board may, in conformity with the provisions hereof, 
reverse or affirm wholly or partly, or may modify the 
order, requirement, decision or determination appealed 
from and may make such order, or decision as ought to 
be made, and to that end shall have all the powers of 
the officer from whom the appeal is taken. 


(8) The concurring vote of three members of the Board 
shall be necessary to reverse any action of administrative 
officials or to decide in favor of the applicant on any 
matter upon which it is required to pass under any such 
ordinance, or to effect any variation in any such ordi- 
nance.

Article VI 
Amendments 


Section 1. The regulations and restrictions, as pro- 
vided in this Ordinance, may from time to time be amend- 
ed, supplemented, changed, modified, or repealed by a 
resolution, adopted at a regular or special meeting of the 
Town, setting forth the proposed amendment. A public 
hearing shall be held thereon, after notice as required by 
law, and prior to the Town Meeting at which the amend- 
ment is to be proposed. Such amendment shall not become 
effective except by the favorable vote of the majority of 
the voting members attending and voting at a regular or 
special meeting of the Town. 


Article VII 
General Provisions 


Section 1. Plot plans shall be filed with the Building 
Inspector before work is commenced upon any develop- 
ment. Building lots must have a frontage of not less than 
75 feet. 


Section 2. Validity. Should any section or provision 
of this Ordinance be declared by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid, such decision shall not affect 
the validity of the Ordinance as a whole or of any part 
thereof. 


Section 3. Interpretation. In interpreting and apply- 
ing the provisions of this Ordinance, they shall be held 
to be the minimum requirements for the promotion of 
the health, safety, morals and general welfare of the 
Town of Stratham and its citizens. 


Section 4. Penalties and Remedy for Violations. Who- 
ever violates any provisions of this ordinance shall be 
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punished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars ($10.00) a 
day for each day of such violation. 


Section 5. This Ordinance shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon its passage.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools, the twenty-first in the series. 


We are now half way through the third year of the 
present arrangment of grades in the two local schools, 
where we have several pupils fewer in each school than 
we had at this time last year (see Table I). The advan- 
tages gained by our present grade arrangement become 
more and more evident as time goes on, while the few 
disadvantages inherent in the plan continue to be met 
and eliminated. The plan calls for a more concentrated 
type of day’s work by the teachers, for an adaptation of 
their work to the age and needs of their pupils, for a 
discipline different from that of a school of more mixed 
grades, for a more specialized oversight of recreation 
time and for forbearance on the part of both parents and 
teachers in the matter of transportation. The plan pro- 
duces more drill adapted to age (therefore faster and 
more thorough learning), greater happiness for pupils 
in their association with those of their own age and a 
more thorough grounding in fundamentals for those go- 
ing on into the junior and senior high schools. As I said 
in my report of last year, a considerable increase in the 
number of pupils will necessitate the opening of one of 
the two closed schools, the employment of a third teacher 
and a rearrangement of grades. If a central school should 
ever be built in Stratham, the proponents of the plan will 
not have to conjecture about the matter of transportation 
nor about the success of the new grouping of grades, two 
factors which have in the past entered the discussions 
of central school plans. The last three years have shown 
that such details can be satisfactorily arranged.

I highly commend the teachers and the school nurse 
(whole report accompanies this) for their faithful and 
efficient work. The most successful teacher is the one who 
helps each pupil individually to accomplish all that is 
possible for him to accomplish. I believe that our teach- 
ers, under the present arrangement of grades, are meet- 
ing with much success in training each pupil in accord- 
ance with his individual ability. 


The school property is in good condition. The fence 
built along the front of the Stratham Hill lot last summer 
has been effective in preventing children from rushing 
into the road in the excitement of play. While the yard 
of the Ridge School is now better adapted for play than 
formerly and while the probability that the pupils there 
will dash suddenly and thoughtlessly into the road is 
smaller than at the other school, nevertheless, I feel that 
in case an accident should occur, the natural question, 
“Why was there no fence there?’ would at once arise. 
A fence would provide much protection. 


Almost half of the Stratham pupils are in the junior 
or senior high school grades (see Table I). For some 
years the number of high school students has been in- 
creasing and, as a part of the unprecedented economic 
conditions which effect our country today, the number is 
not likely to grow less. It is becoming more and more dif- 
ficult for teen-age youth to find employment of any sort 
and as a result, citizens everywhere are giving their care- 
ful thought to this problem. Keeping boys and girls in 
schools for a reasonable length of time seems to be one 
of the best solutions. 


The usual statistical tables are appended to this report. 


[ hope that by their use the details of the school business 
of Stratham will be clearer. They form a basis of com- 
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parison of Stratham’s situation with that of the other 
districts with which she is associated. 


In closing, I take this opportunity of expressing the 
thanks of the teachers and superintendent to you as 4 
Board and through you to the Parent-Teacher Associ- 
ation and all the citizens of Stratham for unfailing inter- 
est and cooperation.
